To Live in Dominion

To Boost Butter 
Ration May 15 


OTTAWA, April 12—(CP)—The 
prices board announced today ex- 
tension of the present restricted 
butter ration of four ounces weekly 
to May 15 when 5% ounces a week 
will be allowed. 

THE FOUR-OUNCE ration, cut 
from six ounces at the end of Feb- 
ruary, was to have been effective 
until about the end of this month, 
the six-ounce ration will not be 
restored until June 6, 

The board said the reduced 
ration was being maintained be- 
cause of the low supply of butter 
in the dominion. 

The ration originally was eight 
ounces weekly but reduced to 
seven ounces last autumn and six 
ounces this year. 

UNDER THE NEW PLAN one 
butter coupon, good for half a 
pound of butter, will become valid 
on each of the following dates: 
May 2, May 16, May 23, June 6, 
June 13 and June 20,

Ice Moves Thursday Afternoon 


No Records Are Set 
As River ‘Goes Out” 


At 23 minutes before 4 p.m. Thursday, ice on the Saskatchewan 
river, so far as the official records at the city power house are con- 
cerned, “went out.” Power house officials in disclosing the time, 
commented that it was quite in line with other years. 

CERTAINLY NO RECORD WAS SET, according to the Dominion 
public weather office. Digging into the files at the meteorological 
headquarters for this area, the experts on matters climatic found that 
the earliest date on which ice left the river was April 4, 1930, at 
11:40 a.m, The latest was May 6, 1909. And for your information, last 
year the ice went out on April 19 at 11:54 a.m., and the year before 
that on April 4 at 3:30 p.m. 

PEOPLE WHO KEEP WATCH on the vagaries of river move- 
ment at this time of the year, pointed out earlier in the week that most 
of the ice in the Edmonton path of the Saskatchewan had gone days 
ago. However, on the outskirts of the city, there was still sufficient 
ice that officially the river was frozen over. 

The fact that Thursday was the warmest day of the year thus far 
probably had something to do with the break-up of the ice. Weather 
experts said the mercury reached a peak of 59 at 2:30 p.m,, breaking 
the previous record for 1946, which was 57 on March 25.

product, is nonetheless valuable. 

“What the future of its uranium

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The New Governor-General 


Viscount Alexander of Tunis arrived in 
Canada’s capital this morning to take up his 
duties as governor-general of this kingdom. 

It goes without saying that all Canadians 
welcome him heartily and loyally, not only 
for himself, but because he comes as the per- 
sonal representative of a Sovereign who 
stands high in the affections of his Canadian 
subjects. 

The selection of Lord Alexander is a high 
honor for this country because it would be 
impossible to think of any man anywhere 
who has won more distinction in the trying 
ordeal of war. He is acknowledged to be one 
of the world’s greatest strategists and tac- 
ticians. And yet, with all his accomplish- 
ments and honors, he is a man of the most 
unassuming charm. 

Such a governor-general adds dignity to 
government. Along with the great prestige 
of the Throne, which has never been ac- 
corded greater popularity and _ respect 
throughout the Empire than it is today, he 
brings to this country his own fine record 
of administration and ability. ’ 

The people of Edmonton offer him their 
loyal respects and the wish that he and his 
family may be happy in Canada and among 
Canadians. 


It Fails in All Points 


Members of all groups in the House of 
Commons spoke in support of the principle 
of a proposal that the pensionable age be 
dropped from 70 years to 60, that the 
amount of the pension be raised, and that 
the “means test” be abolished. 

In reply Hon. Bruce Claxton, minister of 
health, said no country in the world has a 
non-contributory pension system without a 
means test; no country provides pensions of 
$50 a month, as some members had urged; 
that Canada’s maximum pension of $30 per 
month was among the highest in the world, 
higher than the figures for Britain, Austra- 
lia and the United States, and approximately 
the same as that for New Zealand. 

But these comparisons have nothing to 
do with the merit of the claim that pensions 
in Canada should start at 60 years, that they 
should be payable to all citizens, and that the 
amount should be $50 per month. The parlia- 
ment at Ottawa does not make laws for those 
countries, did not devise their pension sys- 
tems, and has no responsibility for their suf- 
ficiency or insufficiency. It has to do solely 
with providing a pension system for Canad- 
ians, sufficient to enable them to live de- 
cently in old age, in Canadian conditions, and 
according to Canadian standards. 

This the present pension system does not 
do. It helps nobody until he attains 70 years 
of age, doesn’t help him then unless he pleads 
and shows that he is on the verge of destitu- 
tion, and then doles out a subsistence allow- 
ance to him in the maximum amount of one 
dollar per day—less $5 in the year, $6 in a 
leap year. 

That isn’t good enough in any particular. 
The age limit should come down, the pension 
amount go up, and every citizen be made 
eligible without having to show that he can’t 
live without the money. 


Canada Looks On 


Mr. Lewis and his aides walked out of the 
soft coal conference, threatening not to re- 
turn until the operators concede their first 
demand. Meanwhile 400,000 miners are idle, 
fires die down in steel furnaces, industrial 
"abel plants cut their operations to save 

uel, and more men lose their jobs, All this 
is legal, Men do not have to dig coal unless 
they want to. But nobody has pointed how 
the United States benefits, nor where any 
group gains onything from the deadlock. 

Canadians are fortunately situated in 
that they can study this tie-up objectively. 
It has not as yet had any serious reactions 
upon them, though it will cripple some Can- 
adian industries later on if it continues. We 
shall be poor observers if the spectacle does 
not deepen our national sense of the costli- 
ness and futility of stopping production in 
order to settle an employer-employee dispute 
about wages and other working conditions in 
some industry. 

We will also be singularly wanting in 
practical sense if what is going on in the 
neighboring country does not build up a 
resolution among Canadians that our own 
industrial disputes will be settled in some 
other way. It is strictly their own business 
if our-neighbors choose to adjust such dif- 
ferences by shutting down mines, factories 
and railroads. But Canadians cannot afford 
the luxury of stopping production, doing 
without wages, and throwing their whole 
economic machinery out of hitch. 

Deadlocks come too high. In Canada we 
had better arrange to keep the wheels turn- 
ing while we do our arguing about rates of 
pay and other contentious employment 
questions. We are not rich enough to go in 
for labor “wars”, 


The Case of Franco 


The Security Council is going to talk 
about Franco of Spain. In particular about 
whether the Franco government is or is not 
an international menace. And specifically 


about the report that Spain has become a 
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hide-out where renegade 
up another devil’s brew of war plans, 

Portugal, backed by Russia and France, 
makes the charges, and. wants the United 
Nations to cut off relations with Spain as a 
means to bring about the downfall of the 
dictator, 

That the Council will do anything more 
than discuss the accusations and the proper 
action is not expected. It could not sever re- 
lations between Spain and other countries, 
but it could recommend member-nations to 
do so. That however would rank as a “decis- 
ion”, and could only be made by a Council 
majority including all the Big Five powers. 
Any one of these could block action, by exer- 
cising its power of veto, But a straight 
majority is all that is required to bring the 
subject up for discussion. 

Even if nothing further results, discuss- 
ion will do good. It is time that the officially 
known facts about Spain were made public. 
If it has replaced East Prussia as Europe's 
breeding ground of aggression the world 
should know this—and the Council do some- 
thing about it. That is the point on which 
the debate is bound to hinge. 

Of himself, Franco is only a pint-sized 
dictator of a bankrupt country. He couldn’t 
do much to trouble the world if he tried. 
But if he has given asylum to Nazi—and 
Fascist—escapees who are making plans 
and devising new and more terrible weapons 
for World War III, the case is different. 

What evidence Poland, Russia and 
France have to submit in support of this 
claim will probably decide the outcome of 
their proposal. And as a matter of fairness, 
though Spain is not a member of the United 
Nations, Franco should be given a chance to 
be heard in his own defence, 


British Lancasters bombed German in- 
stallations on Heligoland the other day, 
probably as the easiest and safest way to 
dispose of them. One of the oddities of the 
war news was the absence of announcements 
of the island being bombed, shelled or other- 
wise attacked. It was frequently a target for 
Allied warships in World War 1, but appar- 
ently was an unimportant enemy outpost in 
the recent struggle. 


While the Anglo-American commission 
studies the Palestine situation, extremists 
continue to attack British outposts, kill sold- 
iers, blow up barracks and railways. Th 
are doing their cause a poor service, whic 
cooler heads try vainly to point out to them. 
If the military police forces were withdrawn, 
which the turbulents demand, Palestine 
would not be a “home” for either Jews or 
Arabs. It would be a battle-ground where 
men would fight in the bitterest of all kinds 
of war, infuriated alike by religious and race 
differences, 


In Tokyo women polled nearly half the 
votes in the parliamentary elections, They 
probably voted in corresponding strength 
the country over, ballot-marking having for 
them all the charm of a new experience. 
What the feminine vote signifies will be 
known five or ten years from now. The 
natural and common assumption is that wo- 
men everywhere want peace and hate war. 
That was not true in Germany—nor in Italy, 
—in a general way. Had it been true Nazism 
could never have grown into the monster 
that it was, for it grew by converting the 
home into a school for treachery, brutality 
and race hatred. The women could have pre- 
vented that.

I pointed out 
that it would be thought affected to 
speak of Roma, Napoli or Livorno 
if, in fact, you meant Rome, Naples 
and Leghorn.

AND I QUOTED the famous 
Passage, on the pronunciation of 
French words, by the late admir- 
able and indispensable Henry Wat- 
son Fowler, editor of the Diction- 
ary of Modern English Usage: 

“Display of superior knowledge 
is as great a vulgarity as display 
of superior wealth-—greater indeed 
inasmuch as_ knowledge should 
tend more definitely than wealth 
toward discretion and good man- 
ners, That is the guiding principle 
alike in the using and in the pro- 
nunciation of French words in Eng- 
lish writing and talk.” 

Mrs. Luce replied that, to her, 
one of the attractions of Majorca 
was that George Sand and Chopin 
had spent three years there, but 
that, if I insisted on pronouncing 
My Yorker Majorca, she supposed 
she had better pronounce Chopin 
“Chop-in,” 

This led to a general discussion 
on the principles that should gov- 
ern the pronounciation of foreign 
words, I had a difficult time keep 
ing my end up and, but for my 
knowledge of Fowler, I would have 
been routed, for I managed by my 


aggressive intervention to unite t 


the two ladies against me.

SO MUCH SO that, when I said 
I regarded it as intolerable affecta- 
tion to pronounce the word Rheims 
“Rhince” when it should be pro- 
nounced “Reems”, that nobody 
would think of saying “The Jack- 
daw of Rhince,” Miss Corbett wad- 
ed in with a body blow. She as- 
serted that George Bernard Shaw 
always pronounced Rheims 
“Rhince.” 

To settle the matter, Miss Cor- 
bett at once sent off the following 
cablegram to Mr. Shaw:

|cause he cannot vote.

THIS FEATURE of the bill may 
be right or wrong, certainly, contro- 
versy will centre upon it. Of course, 
there would be no meaning in re- 
taining the status of British subjects 
if all the members of the Common- 
wealth were to recognize, in their 
laws, each other’s citizens as being 
equal to their own.

is objectionable. The nationalists 
argue that the government should 
not confuse Canadian citizens with 
British subjects. They would pre- 
fer to make a clean job of it. Cana- 
dian sovereignty should be express- 
ed solely in Canadian citizenship, 
so that apart from such citizenship 
all other nationals—including tha 
citizens of other parts of the Com- 
monwealth—would stand on a par 
as aliens, They would create a 
Canadian citizenship precisely sim- 
ilar to, say, United States citizen- 
ship and have everyone who is not 
such regarded as an outsider or 
alien. It is wrong, in their view, to 
provide that a Canadian citizen is 
a British subject or that persons 
who are British subjects under the 
laws of other British nations 
should be recognized in Canada as 
British subjects which, in effect, 
means as Canadian citizens. 

The government, however, was 
not prepared to go this far. There- 
fore, the provisions in the bill that 
the Canadian citizen now to be 
created by this legislation will be, 
by its very terms, a British subject. 

The consequence of this is clear 
enough. A Canadian citizen abroad 
will be both citizen and subject. So 
far, the laws of other British na- 
tions do not recognize Canadian 
citizenship but they do recognize a 
British subject. If you go to the 
United Kingdom, you have no 
standing as a Canadian citizen but 
as a British Canadian subject you 
have every privilege. You can vote

The answer of the government 
is that, “a British subject domi- 
ciled in Canada,” is a technical 
phrase and in our laws it means 
such a person as defined in a 
certain statute. In future it wil 
be the new Citizenship Act. Unless 
this provision was in the bill, you 
| might be a British subject and you 
might live in Canada but you would 
lnot qualify for any righ@ of citi- 
| zenship. 

An interesting point arises with 
iregard to Ireland. The law of Ire- 
land declares that its native-born 
land naturalized citizens are not 
|British subjects, but citizens of 

Ireland. The present bill does not 
recognize citizens of Ireland. They 
{are not declared to be British sub- 
jects and therefore citizens of Ire- 
land will not possess any rights in 
Canada other than those possessed 
by aliens, It is understood that this 
exclusion was dictated by the 
wishes of the government of Ire- 
land, not by any desire of the Can- 
adian government, The De Valera 
government desires to divorce its 
citizens from all connection with 
British citizenship. Ireland, in fact, 
has done exactly what our nation- 
alists would like Canada to do. 


* * * 


IT IS TRUE to say that the gov- 
jernment has not made a_ clean 
break with the Commonwealth with 
respect to citizenship. A long step 
in this direction, however, is being 
taken in this bill. For the first 
time there -is to be a Canadian 
| citizen or national in every aspect 
lof the term. His citizenship will 
|be just as good abroad as at home. 
lIt is true that the privileges of citi- 
lzenship at home will be shared 
| with British subjects, just as Can- 
jadian citizens will share the privil- 
leges of citizenship (as British sub- 
jects) in other British countries. It 


our laws will be amended to restrict 
the rights of citizenship to Can- 
/adian citizens, to exclude British

OTTAWA, April 12—(CP) 
Lt.-Col. Cecil Merritt, VC, 
(PC, Vancouver Burrard), 
said last night in the Com- 
mons there was “uneasiness” 
among the people of British 
Columbia about the govern- 
ment’s policy on the repatria- 


tion of Japanese. 

SPEAKING IN resumed debate 
on the Canadian citienship bill, Col. 
Merritt suggested the government 
act quickly in announcing a clarify- 
ing statement on its attitude on 
Japanese and should not yield to 
“sressure groups” seeking to have 
Japanese kept in Canada. 

He said whatever the govern- 
ment's decision the British Colum- 
bia people did not want the burden 
of the Japanese problem thrust 
back on them, 

Turning to other aspects of the 
bill, he said he welcomed the bill 
“very much” because it was of “tre- 
mendous” importance. It would 
give people who came to Canada a 
new sense of nationhood. 

He also welcomed the debate be- 


Mr. Bentley said he was in Brit- 
ish Columbia when the Japanese 
arrived there.

(a) destroys, removes or damages anything which forms part 
of, or is used or employed in or about any electric or mag- 
netic telegraph, electric light, telephone or fire-alarm, or 
in the working thereof, or for the transmission of electricity 
for other lawful purposes; or 


(b) prevents or obstructs the. sending, conveyance or delivery 
of apy communication by any such telegraph, telephone, or 
fire alarm, or the transmission of electricity for any suca 
electric light, or for any such purpose as aforesaid. 

2. Every one who wilfully, by any overt act, attempts to commit 

any such offence is guilty. of an offence and:liable, on summary 

conviction, to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars, or to three 

Months’ imprisonment with or without hard labor,

Attention of the parents of young- 
er boys and girls to the damage | 
that was being done by juveniles | 
mischievously firing rifles at in- | 
sulators and telephone wires was 
drawn this week by officials of the 
Calgary Power Company in Ed- 
monton, 

EXTENSIVE DAMAGE WAS be- 
ing done by these youngsters par- 
ticularly along the projection of 
118 avenue west of the city, the 
authorities reported. They pointed 
out that during dry weather, the 
Blass insulators can be seriously 
cracked by this practice, resulting 
in ruination of equipment during 
@ rain storm, In addition to the 
denger of fire breaking out on the 
pole which could be carried to 
bushland and even homes, there 
was danger to the life of linemen 
forced to climb the poles and make 
repairs in unfavorable weather. 

The officials said that last week- 
end an 11-hour break in the power 
line to Stony Plain and Spruce 
Grove cost hundreds of dollars, an 
amount which the parents of these 
youngsters can be forced to pay.

The second change has even 
wider implications, and, as it will 
affect more persons, is the more 
important, It permits “a greater 
measure of capital assistance for 
equipment and livestock and less 
for land, and allows veterans to 
purchase livestock and equipment 
under the act for use on rented or 
privately-purchased land.” 

UP UNTIL the present the Act 
limited the amount which could be 
obtained for the purchase of live- 
stock and equipment to $1,200. As 
everybody who has had anything to 
do with farmers “and farming 
knows, this is a mere drop in the 
bucket when it comes to acquiring 
the necessary stock and equipment 
to run a farm successfully. There 
is no information yet, as to just 
how much of an increase is to be 
permitted, but reports indicate that 
the overall expenditure for both 
land and equipment is still limited 
to $6,000. 

More important still is the pro- 
vision of assistance for those who 
own their own farms, or who are 
on rented land. These are a class 
of person who have not had mucn 
offered to them yet. During the 
| past few months I have had many 
|complaints from men in this cate- 
gory who found that they could 
pot even recelve a priority for the 
purchase of needed equipment, let 
alone get any help, 

PRESUMABLY NOW, by taking 
jadvantage of the new order-in- 
council, they will be able to re- 
ceive some financial assistance and 
will qualify for priorities. For 
many of them the priorities will be 
of even more importance than the 
financial assistance. This is a 
sound move, because it seems to 
me, that in all our government 
legislation we have been somewhat 
backward about offering a helping 
hand to the man with the indc- 
pendence and initiative to try to 
“do things on his own.” This is an 
attitude which we will do well to 
cultivate in this day and age. 

There is still one gap in our 
VLA picture to be filled in. So 
far no attempt has been made to 
| offer assistance to men who want 
|to go in for stock-raising or ranch- 
ing. It is true that they can obtain 
leases from the provincial govern- 
ment—if there is any unleased 
land available—but there is no ma-

Ottawa Appoints 
Penitentiary Head 


OTTAWA, April 12—(CP)—Maj. 
Gen, Ralph B. Gibson of Toronto 
has been appointed commissioner 
of penitentiaries, Justice Minister 
St. Laurent announced yesterday 
in the House of Commons. Maj. 
Gen. Gibson formerly was vice 
chief of staff of the Canadian Army. 

Some years ago a royal commis- 
sion investigating the Canadian 
penitentiaries recommended that 
they be administered by a three- 
man commission instead of, as here- 
tofore, by a superintendent under 
the minister of justice. 

THE WAR CAME before this 
recommendation was implemented 
and last session the Penitentiaries 
Act was changed to provide for 
one man acting commissioner. The 
reason given was that in the change 
over period to the new system of 
penitentiary management consider- 
able study would be required and 
one man could do this as effectively 
as three,
